SOMETHING  A    KIN  TO  THE  TLEETS. 

Our  letters  from  Plymouth,  by  yefler- 
day's  poll  itate  the  arrival  of  the  Sylpl 
Hoop  of  war  at  that  port,  with  an  account 
of  the  Spanifii  fquadron,  which  had  been 
fo  long  in  the  harbor  of  Rochefort,  hav 
ing  failed  from  thence,  with  lixteen  vef- 
iels laden  with  naval  Mores,  and  provifi 
ons  for  thecombined  fleets  at  Breft.  With 
a  view  to  ayoid  pur  cruizers  they  attempt 
to  go  through  the  paffage  of  the  Raz. 
winch  the  men  of  war,  five  in  number, 
finding  fomewhat  difficult, they  abandoned 
the  propel,  and  put  into  a  bay  to  the 
fouthvftfrd  of  that  place.  The  tranfports 
however,  perfifted  in  the  attempt,  of 
which  captain  Keates,  of  the  Boadicea 
being  foon  apprifed,  he  proceeded  imme- 
diately with  a  fmall  fquadron  of  frigates 
in  purfuit  of  thein,  and  fortunately  l'uc 
cecded  in  capturing  the  whole  fixteen. 
Tliis  delirable  object  being  accomplished 
captain  Keats  loit  no  time  ingiving  infor- 
mation to  lordBridport,  who  was  then  of!"

The  arrival  of  the  Medras  poft  this, 
morning  lias  enabled  us  to  lay  the  follow- 
ing rrinit  interefting  detail  before  the  pub- 
lic, which  we  have  copied  from  the  Ma- 
dras Gazette  extraordinary  of  the  15th 
tilt.  The  orders  o(  the  right  honorable 
the  governor  general,  containing  his  lord- 
fhip* fentiments  on  the  merits  of  the  ar- 
my, and  the  importance  of  their  conqueft, 
place  both  in  fo  juft  and  fo  confpicuous  a 
point  of  view,  that  no  comment  of  ours 
can  add  to  the  luftre  of  either. 

T\c  following  copy  of  alettter from  Uev.t. 
gen.  Harris,  to  the  right  ban.  the  go- 
vernor general  dated  Seringapatam,  f  ib 
May  1799,  is  published  by  bis  lordship's 
authority.

My  Lord, 
On  the  4th  inft.  I  had  the  honor  to  ad- 
addrefs  to  your  lordfhip  a  hafty  note,  con- 
taining in  a  few  words  the  fum  of  the  fuc- 
cefs,  which  I  have  now  to  report  more  in 
detail. 

The  fire  of  our  batteries,  which  began 
to  batter  in  breach  on  the  30th,  April, 
.had,  on  the  3d  inft,  fo  much  deftroved  the 
walls,  againft  which  it  was  directed,  that 
the  arrangement  was  then  made,  for  af- 
fanlting  the  place  on  the  following  day, 
when  the  breach  was  reported  practica- 
ble. The  troops  intended  to  be  employ- 
ed were  ftationedin  the  trenches,  early  in 

%  Jhe  morning  of  the  4th,  that  no  extraordi- 
nary movements  might  lead  the  enemy  to 

■  expect  the  aflault,  which  I  had  determin- 
ed to  make  in  the  heat  of  the  day,  as  the 
time  beft  calculated  to  enfure  fuccefs,  as 
their  troops  would  then  be  leaft  prepa- 
red to  oppofc. 

Ten  flank  companies  of  Europeans,  ta- 
ken from  thofe  regiments,  neceflarily  left 
to  guard  our  camp  and  out  ports,  follow- 
ed by  the  1 2th,  83d,  73d,  and  74th  regi- 
ments, and  three  corps  of  grenadier  fe- 
poys  taken  from  the  troops  of  the  three 
preficlencies,  with  200  of  his  liighnefs  the 
Nizam's  troops  formed  the  party  for  the 
affault,  accompanied  by  100  of  the  artille- 
ry, and  corps  of  pioneers,  and  fupported 
in  the  trenches  by  the  battalion  companies 
of  the  regiment  De  Meuron.and  four  bat- 
talions of  Madras  fepoys.  Colonel  Sher- 
bfook,  and  lieutenant  colonels,  Dunlop, 
D*lr'miple,  Gardner,  and  Nign'an,  com- 
manded the  feveral  flank  companies,  and 
major  general  Baird,Was  entrufted  with 
the  direction  of  this  important  fervice. 

At  one  o'clock  the  troops  moved  from 
the  trenches,  crofl'ed  the  rockybed,  of  the 
Cavery  under  an  extremely  heavy  fire, 
pa.Ted  the  glacis  and  dicth,  and  a'/e'ended 
the  breach,  in  the  falK:  brave  and  rampart 

I  of  the  port,  furmounting  in  a  gallant 
'  manner  every  obftacle  which  the  difficul- 

j  ty  of  the  paffage  and  the  refirtartce  of  the 
enemy  orefented  to  oppofe  their  uro^refs. 
MVjor-sr-neral  Bairdhad  divided  hislorce 
fo  the  put  pnfe  of  clearing  the  ramparts  tc 
tiv-  right  aid  left.  One  divifion  was  . 
commanded  by  col.  Sheerbrook,  the  other  j 


by  lieut.  col.  Dunlop,  the  latter  was  difa 
bled  in  thebreach,  but  both  corps,  altho' 
ltrongly  opnofed.  were  completely  fuccefs- 
ful.  Refillance  continued  to  be  made 
from  the  palace  of  Tippoo  for  fome  time, 
after  all  firing  had  ceaied  from  the  works  ; 
two  of  his  fous  were  there,  who  on  aflu- 
ranee  of  fafetv  furrendered  to  the  troops 
furrounding  them  ;  and  guards  were  pla- 
ced for  the  protection  of  the  family,  mort 
of  whom  were  in  the  palace.  It  was  foort 
after  reported,  that  Tippoo  Sultan  had 
fallen.  Syed  Scheb,  Meer  Saduo,  Syed 
Gofar,  and  many  other  of  his  chiefs  were 
alio  (lain.  Meafures  were  immediately 
adopted  to  flop  the  eonfulion  at  firft  una- 
voidable, in  a  city  ftrongly  garrifoned, 
crowded  by  inhabitants,  and  their  proper- 
ty in  ruins  from  the  fire  of  a  numerous 
artillery,  and  taken  by  afTault. 

It  appeared  to  major  gen.  Baird  fo  im 
portant  to  afcertain  the  fate  of  the  fultan, 
that  he  caufed  immediate  fearch  to  be 
made  for  his  body,  which,  after  much  dif- 
ficulty, was  found  late  in  the  evening  in 
one  of  the  gates  under  a  heap  of  flam,  and 
foon  after  placed  in  the  palace.  The 
corpfe  was  the  next  day  recognized  by 
the  family,  and  interred  with  the  honors 
due  to  his  rank,  in  the  maufoleum  of  his 
father. 

The  ftrength  of  the  fort  is  fuch,  both 
from  its  natural  pofition  and  the  ftupen- 
duous  works,  by  which  it  is  furrounded, 
that  all  the  exertions  of  the  brave  troops 
who  attacked  it,  in  whofe  praife  it  is  im- 
poflible  to  fay  too  much — were  required 
to  place  it  in  our  hands.  Of  the  me- 
rits of  the  army,  I  have  exprelTed  my  opi- 
nion in  orders,  a  copy  of  which  I  have 
the  honor  to  ihclofe  ;  and  I  trurt  your 
lordfhip  will  point  out  their  fervices  to 
the  favourable  notice  of  their  king  and 
country. 

I  am  forry  to  add,  that  on  collecting 
he  returns  of  our  lofs,  it  is  found  to  be 
much  heavier  than  I  had  at  firrt  immagin- 

On  the  5th  inft.  Abdul  Khalic,  the  el- 
der of  the  princes,  formerly  hoilages  with 
lord  Cornwallis,  furrendered  himfelf  at 
our  out  ports,  demanding  our  protection. 
Kerim  Seheh,  the  brother  of  Tippoo  had7 
before  fought  refuge  with  Meer  AIun> 
Behauder.  A  cowl  namah  was  veilerdav 
difpatchedto  Fulteh  Hyder,  the  deleft  fon 
of  Tippoo  inviting  him  to  join  his  bro- 
thers. Putncah  and  Meer  Kummer  o  deen 
Khan,  have  alfo  been  fummoned  to  Serin- 
gapatam :  ho  anfwers  have  been  received, 
but  I  expect  them  fhortly,  as  their  fami- 
lies are  m  the  fort. 

This  moment  Ali  Reza,  formerly  one 
of  the  vozeels  from  Tippoo  fulton  to  lord 
Cornwallis,  has  arrived  from  Meer  Kum- 
mer o  deen  Kahn,  to  afk  my  orden  for 
4000  horfe,  now  under  hi3  command. 
Ali  Reza  was  commillioned  to  declaic, 
that  Meer  Kummer  o  deen  would  make  || 
no  conditions,  but  rely  on  the  generofitv. 
of  the  Knglifh.

_  "We  inform  you  with  regret,  that  the 
difpatches  from  Spain  arrived  here  fince 
8  days,  bringing  an  order  from  the  king  to 
ftnp  the  entry  of  all  neutral  vefiels  in  the 
MiftifTippi.  This  order  extends  likewife 
to  the  Americans,  who  will  not  be  per- 
mitted to  difpofe  of  their  cargoes  in  the 
city  ;  but  will  enjoy  the  privilege  of  depo- 
fitingthem,  to  be  taken  to  their  pofleifions 
up  the  river,  as  is  agreed  by  the  treaty  be- 
tween Spain  and  the  United  States.  Our 
intendant  has  already  put  his  order  in  ex-- 
ecution,  but  the  merchants  and  planters 
knowing  the  eviis  which  would  attend  it 
have  joined  to  make  a  reprefentation  to 
government,  in  order  that  we  may  be  al-. 
lowed  the  fame  privileges  we  have  enjoyw 
ed  heretofore ;  and  as  we  expect  the  pro- 
tection of  our  fuperiors,  we  are  almoft  con- 
vinced they  will  favour  our  requeft.  How- 
ever, we  beg  you  will  not  Qnp  any  thing 
to  this  city  until  you  recieve  more  posi- 


tive advice  from  us,  fo  that  you  may  not 
experience  any  dilappointment  in  yout 
operation  ;  and  reft  artured  we  fliall  al- 
ways inform  you  exactly  on  this  fubject.

PORTSMOUTH,  Oftober  31. 
French  Intrigue. 
We  are  credibly  informed  that  thefhip 
Mohawk,  belonging  to  Mr.  Cutts,  of  the 
diftrict  of  Maine,  lias  been  taken  by  a 
French  paivateer  fchooner,  by  means  of 
ftratagem  ufed  by  the  French  cruifer — the 
Mohawk  mounted  20  nine  pounders  and 
the  privateer onfy  1 2  four  pounders.  The 
Frenchman  knowing  well  hi?  inferiorin 
in  point  of  force,  thought  itunfafe  to  ha- 
zard a  battle,  hriifted  American  colours, 
and  run  along  fide,  and  fpeaking  Fnglifh, 
told  the  captain  ef  the  Mohawk  file  was 
a  United  States  veflel  of  war,  and  point- 
ing to  feveral  vefiels  then  in  fight  faid 
they  belonged  to  his  convoy,  which  after- 
wards proved  to  be  his  prizes. — Finally, 
after  many  profeffions  of  friendfhip,  afked 
for  a  fupply  of  proviiions,  if  they  could 
be  fpared  without  injuring  the  Mohawk, 
the  captaia  of  which  immediately  compli- 
ed fuppofing  it  to  be  American — nofoon- 
er  than  this  requeft  was  granted,  the  pri- 
vateer ran  immediately  under  the  Mo- 
hawk's quarter,  and  the  gveateft  part  of 
her  crew  jumped  on  board  and  made  a 
prize  of  the  flap  and  cargo  valued  at  25, 
coo  dollars.

ence may  be  made  in  any  appeal,  as  aforefaid,  the  principal  affeffor  fliall 
have  power  to  re-examine  and  equalize  the  valuations  as  (ball  appear  juft 
and  equitable  ;  but  no  valuation  fliall  be  encreafed,  without  a  previous  no- 
tice of  at  leaft  five  days  to  the  party  interefted,  to  appear  and  object  to  the 
fame,  if  he  judge  proper  ;  which  notice  fliall  be  given  by  a  note  in  writing, 
to  be  left  at  the  dwelling  of  the  party,  by  fuch  afieffor  as  the  principal 
affeffov  fliall  defignate  for  that  purpofe. 


AN  ACT 

^T'o  provide  for  the  valuation  of  land:  and  dwelling-bouses,  and  the  enu- 
meration of  slaves  within  the  United  States. 

Sec   I  ena^cd      the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 

k-jD  United  States  of  America,  in  Congress  asssembled,  That  for 
thepurpofe  of  making  the  valuations  and  enumerations  herein  after  direc- 
ted, there  fhall  be  and  are  hereby  defignated  andeftabliihed,  the  following 
divifions,  to  wit : 

The  ftate  of  New-Hampfhire  fhall  contain  five  divifions,  as  follow  :  The 
firft  divifion  to  confift  of  the  county  of  Rockingham  ;  the  fecond  divifion  to 
confift  of  the  county  of  Strafford  ;  the  third  divifion  to  confift  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Hiilfborough  ;  the  fourth  divifion  to  confift  of  the  county  of  Chefhire  ;  i 
and  the  fifth  divifion  to  confift  of  the  county  of  Grafton. 

The  ftate  of  Mafiachufetts, fhall  contain  nine  divifions,  as  follow  :  The 
firft  divifion  to  confift  of  the  counties  of  Hancock,  Wafhington  and  Lin- 
coln ;  the  fecond  divifion  to  confift  ofthecountiesof  York  and  Cumberland  ; 
the  third  divifion  to  conlift  of  the  county  of  Effex  ;  the  fourth  divifion  to 
confift  of  the  counties  of  Suffolk  and  Norfolk  ;  the  fifth  divilion  to  confift  of 
the  county  of  Middlefex  j  the  fixth  divifion  to  confift  of  the  counties  of 
Briftol,  Plymouth,  Barnftable,  Duke's  county  and  Nantucket ;  the  feventh 
divifion  to  confift  of  the  countv  of  Worceftcr  ;  the  eighth  divifion  to  coniift 
of  the  county  of  Hampfhire  ;  and  the  ninth  divifion  to  coniiftof  the  count)  of 
Berkiliire. 

The  ftate  of  Rhode-Ifland  fliall  contain  three  divifions,  as  follow  :  The 
firft  divifion  to  confift  of  the  counties  of  Newport  and  Briftol  ;  the  fecond 
divifion  to  confift  of  the  counties  of  Wafhington  and  Kent  ;  and  the  third 
divifion  to  confift  of  the  countv  of  Providence. 

The  ftate  of  Connecticut  fliall  contain  five  divifions,  as  follow  :  Tbfe 
firft  divifion  to  confift  of  the  counties  of  Hartford  and  Tolland  ;  The  fecond 
divifion  to  confift  of  the  counties  of  New-Haven  and  Middlefex  ;  the  third 
divifion  to  confift  of  the  counties  of  New-London  and  Windham  ;  the  fourth 
divifion  to  confift  of  the  county  of  Fairfield  ;  and  the  fifth  divifion  to  con- 
fift of  the  countv  of  Litchfield.
